Washington, March 18.—The fed- 

era] reserve board, in statistics, dis- 


closed that the year 1925 had estab- 
lished a post-war record for issues of 
new securities and, in a statement, de- 
clare that despite the unusual volume 
of obligations floated, there had been 
a surplus of money available for in- 
vestment. 

Board figures showed that securities 
aggregating $6,200,000,000 were sold 
last year. This was about $600,000,- 
000 more than in 1924, and approxi- 
mately $2,000,000,000 above the flota- 
tion of 1923. the figures for each year 
being exclusive of such paper as was 
refunded. 

“That funds available for invest- 
ment have been in sufficient volume 
to absorb the exceptionally heavy se- 
curity flotations has been indicated,” 
the board’s statement said, “by the 
fact that long term interest rates 
which have been declining for more 
than two years were in February at 
the lowest level in a decade.” 

Active business and full employment 
in industry have resulted, it was add- 
ed, in a large growth during the last 
year in the volume of funds available 
for investment. 

“New issues of securities in recent 
months,” the board’s statement con- 
tinued, “have been in larger volume 
than in any other period since the 
war. The total flotations in 1925 were 
in larger amount than in any earlier 
year except 1917, 1918 and 1919, 
when the United States government 
was the heaviest borrower.” ! 

The explanation was offered that 
while those three years exceeded 1925 
in the total amount, the total for 
1925 outstripped all other years 
greatly when the government borrow- 
ings are eliminated from considera- 
tion. 


“Total issues for 1925,” the state- 
ment said, “aggregate $6,200,000,-

Cram, who was in almost constant at- 
tendance, reported that the.colonel had 
developed a temperature around 100, 
and was in considerable pain.

Dr. Cram said the colonel had gas 
on the stomach and bowels, and .that 
nn inflammatory conditon had set in. 
but that the heart - action remained 
good. Nevertheless, he ordered his pa- 
tient to bed. Coincident with the news 
of these developments, President Cool- 
idge, who was summering at White 
Court, in Swampscott, directed his 
personal physician, Major F. 
upel, to his father’s bedside. 
In the meantime, Dr. White, of Bos- 
ton, had arrived and on the afternoon 
of June 28 he operated on the patient, 
who lay stretched on a table in the 
same room in which on that historic 
day, August 8, 1923, he had sworn his 
son into office as the president of the 
United States. The sick man stood the 
operation well and felt greatly reliey- 
ed. It was reported that the operation 
was to clear an abscess of the prostate 
gland.

Apprised of his father’s condition 

and the impending operation, the pres-

Bridgeport, Conn., March 18.—() 
President Coolidge’s special train bare- 
ly came to a stop here tonight, and 
the Associated Press gave members 
of the president’s party the bulletin 
announcing the death of the pres- 
dent's father. 

A telegram from Secretary Sanders 
at the white house was put aboard 
the train at Bridgeport. It said that 
Dr. A. M. Cram at Plymouth had -ad- 
vised him that Colonel Coolidge had 
‘“nassed away quietly at 10:41.” The 
message was delivered immediately to 
the president, who had retired to his 


drawing room, but had not gone to 
sleep. He made no comment. 

Mrs. Coolidge was then awakened 
advised of the news. 

The president was given Mr. Sand- 
er’s telegram by James Haley, of the 
secret service, who is Mrs. Coolidge’s

Dr. Desnoes prefers scopolamin, a 
close relative of atropin, to the atro- 
pin itself in the treatment of seasick- 
ness. NScopolamin will be not unfa- 
miliar to readers who may recall that 
it was used along with morphin in 
hypodermic injections for the produc- 
tion of surgical amnesia, particularly 
so called “twilight sleep.” 

But this routine has proved fairly 
effective for preventing seasickness 
in case an individual is subject to it 
yet must go on @ yovage: 

1. Begin two days before the jour- 
ney and continue for the first two or 
three days of the voyage, taking each 
morning on rising half a bottle of solu- 
tion of citrate of magnesia. 

2. Morning, noon and night, at least 
an hour from mealtime, take internally 
from two to four drops of tincture of 
belladonna (assuming you weigh from 
90 to 180 pounds) in a little water, or 
a moderate dose of the active principle 
of belladonna, atropin, in tablet form. 
A moderate dose of atropin is from 
one four-hundredth to one two-hun- 
dredth of a grain. 

3. Immediately upon boarding ship 
lightly pack in each ear canal a cone 
of gauze or some lamb’s wool, to dull 
all sounds, and wear this for the first 
two or three days of the voyage. 

The belladonna, atropin (or scopo- 
lamin), has the effect of setting the 
peristalsis right.

Split on Issue 
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Of Legislation 


New York, March 18.—(4)—The 
Association of Railway Executives 
was divided into two camps today, the 


majority favoring the Watson-Parker 
railroad bill, the minority opposed to 
it as amended. 

Nineteen railroad representatives, 
led by S. L. F. Loree, president of 
the Delaware Hudson railroad, ob- 
jected to the bill at an all-day meet- 
ing yesterday which ended in uproar. 
This minority adopted a_ resolution 
notifying the secretary that they re- 
pudiated the action of the associa- 
tion’s labor committ: :. 

This committee, headed by W. W. 
Atterbury, president of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad, and a committee of 
railway workers drew up the _ bill, 
which already has been passed by the 
house of representatives and recom- 
mended to the senate to abolish the 
railroad labor board and substitute an 
arbitration board of labor and em- 
ployees to settle wage disputes. 


The open split came only after a 
futile effort by the minority &o0 in- 
sert a provision that the interstate 
commerce commission be empowered 
to set aside any wage agreement 
which might affect railroads. 

_Mrs. Loree charged this left all de- 
cisions to the mercy of the railroads. 
_ Mr. Atterbury denied this, calling 
it the Locarno of railroading. Amon 
the railroads that opposed the bill 
were the St. Louis.

Washington, March 18.—()—Ex- 
penditure of $20,000 for a preliminary 
survey by army engineers of five Geor- 
gia rivers with a view of eliminating 
floor hazards was proposed in a bill 
today by Representative Edwards, a 
democrat, of that state.

Tokio, March 18.—A night session 
of the cabinet has authorized instrue- 
tions to the Japanese minister at Pe- 
kin to demand an apology, indemnity 
and punishment for those responsible 
in connection with the Taku shooting 
recently, when Chinese soldiers fired 
on two Japanese warships in the har- 
bor. 

Accompanying the demands is the 
explanation that Japan regards ami- 


eable relations with China as mu- 
tually essential, and therefore urges 
Pekin to comply with the demands 
quickly, in order that the ineident 
may be closed before becoming a 
source of irritation through the ar- 
gument in the press of recrimination. 

In order to save time and prevent 
buck-passing on the question of re- 
sponsibility, the demands will be 
served simultaneously on General Lu 
Chung-Lin, commanding the national- 
ists at Tien-Tsin. The demands will 
be presentable tomorrow, after the ex- 
pected Chinese compliance with the 
allied ultimatum today. 

Should China refuse, Japan will is- 
sue a statement to the world, and pos- 
sibly will demand arbitration, says the 
foreign office, adding, “In any event 
no drastic action on the part of Japan 
individually is possible.” 

Discussing the Taku incident, Osaka 
Mainichi says that America is large- 
ly to blame. China, Mainichi says, 
has been permitted to contravene the 
Boxer protocol, because the forei 
nations have not insisted upon its o 
servance. America, when the inter- 
national train was fired on in Decem- 
ber, “took the position that the pro- 
visions of the protocol were not a 
plicable in cases of domestic distur 
ances. It was even reported that 
America proposed withdrawing the 
garrison from north China. 

The weak attitude of such foreign 
powers have persuaded China to cabe 
the liberty to interrupt communica- 
tions between FPekin and the sea, 
which circumstances largely is re 
sponsible for the Tang-Ku_ incident.
